Pros, cons of cable tv 
franchise to be aired

The pros and cons of three courses of 
action the city can take with regard to 
re-franchising a local cable television 
service will be discussed by the City 
Council’s Cable Television Committee at 
a public meeting Thursday at 7:30 in City 
Hall. 
The meeting also will provide an op- 
p o rtu n ity 
for 
su b sc r ib e r s to 
TelePrompTer to report on the quality of 
service since Home Box Office has been 
removed from the commercial channels 
and Channel 2 restored to Ute local ser­ 
vice. 
Councilwoman Charlotte Benton will 
preside at the meeting, at which it is 
hoped a recommendation can be for­ 
mulated as to which option the city 
should exercise on the cable franchise. 
At a meeting last month, City Attorney 
Alan Davidson, a member of the cable tv 
committee, and Tom Froemming, also a 
member, were instructed to draft a set 
of advantages and disadvantages to each 
of the three options. 
The committee has agreed that the 
only three approaches to be considered 
in the matter are (I) negotiation with 
and

of 
fr a n c h ise 
to 
TelePrompTer, the present franchisee 
whose contract with the city expires next 
year; (2) call for proposals and award of 
franchise on the best proposal and (3) 
municipal ownership. 
Regardless of what route the city 
takes, the franchise ordinance will be 
fully rewritten, said Davidson, who 
already has prepared a draft of a new or­ 
dinance. 
Davidson emphasized that “calling for 
proposals'' does not mean asking for the 
bid of lowest cost or lowest charge to the 
subscriber It means, he said, awarding 
the franchise to the proposer who ap­ 
pears to present the best proposal, con­ 
sidering financial stability, experience in 
business, 
ab ility 
dem onstrated 
elsewhere, service to be offered here and 
technical, equipmental and manning ef­ 
fort to support the service.

the hearing Thursday to result in a firm 
recommendation to the City Council. He 
said he leans toward renegotiating with 
TelePrompTer, and Froemming toward 
calling for proposals. It is believed that 
committee member Bill Ruffner is 
neutral and that Councilwoman Benton 
and Councilman Charles Ward, also on 
the committee, may want to wait on a 
full council discussion of the options 
before making a decision. Joe Johnson, 
the other committee member, is 
manager of the local TelePrompTer ser­ 
vice and would not be expected to vote 
because of the conflict of interest 
Some of the major considerations 
Davidson and Froemming drafted on 
each of the options include the following: 
Renegotiating with TelePrompTer: 
Advantages — Knowledgeable contrac­ 
tor, no loss of service due to phase-over, 
minimum effort on city's behalf, cer­ 
tainty in retaining 12 channels Disad­ 
vantages — Question of adverse public 
opinion. 
Calling for proposals: Advantages — 
Possible opportunity to survey CATV 
field; potential of obtaining upgraded 
CATV capabilities; possibility of lower 
subscription rates. Disadvantages and 
risks — Possibility of nonconformance 
between bid response and actual perfor­ 
mance; possible increased subscriber 
cost; possible decreased performance; 
probable loss of service during phase- 
over; re ceip t of only one bid 
(TelePrompTer) possibly containing 
comparably unfavorable provisions; cwt 
of consultant; threat of lawsuits from 
TelePrompTer and local area channels; 
present franchisee has right of first 
refusal, which might prompt other bid­ 
ders to understate subscriber charges or 
overstate service; adverse public opi­ 
nion if proposal with lowest subscriber 
rates is not chosen. 
Municipal ownership involves several 
side ramifications which have their 
separate advantages and disadvantages 
If the city decides to own the system, 
Davidson said, it must make a decision 
early with no turning back since emits 
will commence at once 
Additionally, he said, a decision must 
be made on how to finance such a 
system, selection of bond counsel and 
financing experts, selection of engineers, 
whether the system would be limited to 
the city or include surrounding county 
areas, method of operating the system 
(self-operation or utilizing an outside 
firm) and how to acquire a system. 
On acquisition, the options include 
eminent domain, or condemnation 
proceedings, which Davidson opposes; 


n e g o tia tio n s to p u rch ase the 
TelePrompTer system, but the cable 
company has stated it will not sell its 
local equipment; or call for bids and 
build a new system. 
There is a question, Davidson 
observed, as to whether the city could 
acquire FCC permission to serve outside 
areas. Advantages to keeping the system 
within the city alone and operated as a 
city department include cost benefits, 
operation and maintenance procedures 
in place, ability to raise cash through 
bond issue, strong system control, im­ 
proved response to the community. 
Disadvantages and risks outlined in­ 
clude system subject to city politics, ad­ 
ditional technical personnel must be 
hired, system subject to constraints of 
total city budget, difficulty of setting 
various charges, opposition to city being 
involved in private enterprise, high 
start-up costs, phase-over downtime, 
profit incentive problem, political sen­ 
sitivity of bond issues, possible litiga­ 
tion, possible development of inadequate 
system. 
Operation by an outside firm or 
authority would produce these con­ 
ditions: Advantages — City exercises 
close control over system, bond issue 
possibility; costing problems borne by 
contractor; cost benefits; possible profit 
incentive, contractor personnel not on 
city payroll; no city budget considera­ 
tions. Disadvantages — System subject 
to city politics; budget constraints on 
future development; development time; 
potential for contractor strikes; 
phase-over downtime, bond issue sen­ 
sitivity; less control over performance 
and complaints.

Suspect confesses 
slaying politician 


PARIS (UPI) - Police nld Wednee- 
day that one of seven suspects has con­ 
fessed to the murder of Prince Jean de 
Broglie, a French politician and busines­ 
sman shot in a Paris street last week. 
The police announcement did not dis­ 
close the name of the confessed killer or 
the names of those who, according to 
police sources, hired him to gun down de 
Broglie last Friday. 
But a police spokesman said “large 
financial interests" — possibly an 
1800,000 life insurance policy — were 
behind the slaying of the 55-year-old 
aristocrat. 


ST. SIMONS ISLAND, Ga. (UPI) - 
President-elect Jimmy Carter, in the 
face of remarks by his Cabinet members 
to Ute contrary, has restated his inten­ 
tion to seek welfare reform and a reduc­ 
tion in defense waste during his first 
year in office. 
“I think you can depend on it," Carter 
said Tuesday night in an interview with 
NBG-TV following a dinner with Cabinet 
members. 
In brief remarks, Carter said his ad­ 
ministration would put together a 
welfare package this year, although he 
said “complete implementation” may 
come later. He also said cutting $5 billion 
to $7 billion from the Pentagon budget 
“will be completed before the next 
budget." 
Earlier Tuesday, Harold Brown, 
defense secretary-designate, Joseph 
Califano, secretary-designate of Health, 
Education and Welfare, and Jody 
Powell, Jimmy Carter’s spokesman and 
adviser, indicated the administration 
would delay fulfillment of two of 
Carter's main campaign promises —

indicator 
goes up 


W ASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
government’s index of leading economic 
indicators — which is supposed to 
foretell future economic trends — in­ 
creased I per cent in November, the 
strongest advance in five months, the 
Commerce Department said today. 
It was the second consecutive monthly 
increase, following three straight 
declines that raised concern among 
economic advisers for both President 
Ford and President-elect Jimmy Carter. 
The composite index of leading in­ 
dicators measures 12 key sectors of the 
economy. Of the IO indicators available 
for November, six increased and four 
declined. 
The index stood at 127.5, compared to 
the 1967 base figure of IOO. It was up I per 
cent in November and 0.6 per cent in Oc­ 
tober. The November increase was the 
largest since the index rose I per cent in 
June. 
The index has accurately forecast 
rises and falls in the economy over re­ 
cent decades with the exception of the 
1974-75 recession, when double-digit in­ 
flation clouded the index results. It has 
been revised to eliminate the effects of 
inflation. 
When the index turned downward ii; 
July, it was the first sign of the economic 
"pause" that raised concern that 
recovery from the nation’s worst 
postwar recession was in trouble. 
Economic reports following the July in­ 
dex also began to sour. 
The index was also the first to turn up 
in October in a signal that the “pause" 
was ending. It was followed by an in­ 
crease in industrial production following 
two monthly declines and continued 
abatement in inflation.

Carter said throughout the campaign 
that he would institute welfare reform 
during his first year in office, and cut 
defense spending by |5 billion to |7 
billion annually. 
“To be realistic, a full accomplish­ 
ment of that reduction in defense waste 
cannot be expected before the fiscal 79 
budget," Powell told a news briefing. 
“There’s no way on God’s earth that we 
can predict how much of it — although 
some of it certainly can be accomplished 
during the coming months for the 78 
budget, and perhaps some small portion 
even during ’77." 
Earlier, Brown, Air Force secretary 
during the Vietnam war and now presi­ 
dent of California Polytechnics! In­ 
stitute, said he did not foresee a reduc­ 
tion in military spending from present 
levels. 
“I don’t think we look for an absolute 
reduction of $5 billion to $7 billion from 
this year’s or next year’s budget," 
Brown said. 


Brown said he believed there was up to 
$7 billion in possible savings in the 
Defense Department, but “I’m not sure 
it ought to be done in one year by any 
means." 
Califano, a member of the Johnson 
White House when many of HEW’s 
programs were conceived, said welfare 
reform perhaps would have to follow 
programs dealing with economic growth. 
“It may be that the realities of sub-* 
stantial welfare reform are related to a 
better economy," Califano said. 
Carter went to dinner with his entire 
Cabinet Tuesday at “The Cloisters," the 
hotel where they have stayed for the past 
three days. Corralled by reporters 
afterward, Carter said, “We will come 
up with a complete welfare package this 
year, but we just can’t implement all of 
it." 
Carter himself has promised to reveal 
his economic recovery program by next 
week. It is believed the package will in­ 
clude a jobs program, which was his top 
domestic priority during the campaign, 
and a likely tax cut. 
Delaware River oil 
slick poses threat

Coast Guard officials said today that 
although a 22-mile oil slick in the 
Delaware River south of Philadelphia 
was not as bad as first believed it posed a 
defin ite threat to w ild life and 
marshlands. 
Capt. Kenneth G. Wiman, com- 
amnding officer of the Gloucester, N.J., 
Coast Guard unit, said he had no idea 
how serious the 133,500-gallon oil spill 
would become, but added, “apparently it 
looks worse than what it really is.” 
“It doesn’t look nice but it’s certainly 
not the heavy concentration of oil that 
we first thougfat,,, Wiman said at a news 
conference. 
The oil was spilled Monday from the 
Liberian-registered tanker Olympic 
Games as it attempted to dock at a 
refinery in Marcus Hook, Pa. It was the 
third spill involving a Liberian- 
registered tanker in two weeks and 
prompted Environmental Protection 
Agency Chief Russell Train to angrily 
call for tougher safety standards for 
tankers. 
“The time has come for the U.S. to set 
more stringent standards with the 
number of foreign vessels coming into 
our water,” Train said Tuesday shortly 


after arriving at the Delaware River 
spill site. 
The spill, which varied from 22 to 24 
miles depending on winds and tides, to­ 
day stretched from Eagle Point near 
Philadelphia International Airport to 
near New Castle, Del. It has washed up 
on beaches in Paulsboro, N.J., and Clay­ 
mont, Del., the Coast Guard said. 
Wiman said a major concern was to 
geese and ruddy ducks. About 50 oil- 
covered birds were recovered from the 
river and air cannon were being 
deployed to scare the animals away from 
the oil spill area. 
The Coast Guard set up dropoff points 
in Philadelphia, Paulsboro, N.J., and 
Wilmington, Del., for persons to bring 
the birds. 


Wiman said about 50,000 gallons of the 
light Arabian crude oil was contained in 
booms but only about 5,000 gallons had 
been cleaned up by six vacuum trucks on 
the Pennsylvania side of the river. An 
early-morning snowfall had prevented 
helicopters from assisting in the effort. 
He said the oil was breaking up into 
two parts. A lighter portion was 
evaporating while a heavier part 
remained on top of the water, he said.

Solar heating 
economically 
competitive 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A govern­ 
ment study said today solar heating of 
new homes already is economically com­ 
petitive with electric heating in most of 
the United States and may be com­ 
petitive with oil and gas within four 
years. 
The study, prepared for the Energy 
Research and Development Administra­ 
tion, said heating with the sun might pay 
for itself through lower fuel costs in new 
homes within 15 years. 
ERDA officials cautioned, however, 
that their projections assume fuel costs 
will increase IO per cent a year for the 
indefinite future and do not reflect the 
potential higher rates that customers 
might have to pay for standby beat on 
cloudy days if solar heating becomes 
prevalent 
The solar heating systems now in use 
require greenhouse-type panels that heat 
water, which is then circulated through 
radiators in the house or used to heat air 
which is blown through the house. 
Dr. Henry Marvin, director of ERDA's 
solar energy division, said the study as­ 
sumes the sun will provide up to 60 to 70 
per ce n t of the h ea t and hot 
water for any new home where it is used. 
He said homes would have to have a 
backup system burning conventional fuel 
to take care of long, cloudy periods. 
The current average cost of solar 
heating may range from 84.000 to $12,000, 
based on a solar collector cost of $20 per 
square foot, Marvin said. He said ER­ 
DA's goal is to cut that cost by 50 per 
cent by 1960. 
“At that price, solar heating could be 
competitive with all fuels, including 
natural gas. in most regions of the 
country." Marvin said. 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — President 
Elias Sarkis is forming the nucleus of a 
new national defense force to be sent to 
police the border area with Israel in the 
next two weeks, House Speaker Kamel 
Assad said today. 
The announcement followed the 
reported entry of a 1,500-man contingent 
of United Arab Emirates troops into 
Lebanon Tuesday to join the Arab 
League peace-keeping force 
No official confirmation of the move­ 
ment of UAE troops into Lebanon has 
been made, but a Lebanese officer close 
to the Arab peace-keeping force said 
they headed south to the port city of 
Tyre, only 18 miles from the Israeli 
border. 
House Speaker Assad quoted the presi­ 
dent as saying. “The nucleus of a new 
Lebanese army will be sent down south 
in the next two weeks to establish law 
and order in the border area." 
A rightist broadcast cautioned that it 
would be difficult to assemble a force ac­ 
ceptable to both Moslem leftists and 
Christian rightists in the still-tense 
south. 
South Lebanon has been the only 
region which remained outside the con­ 
trol of the Syrian-dominated Arab peace­ 
keeping force since the cessation of 
hostilities in the country in November 
The delay was due to fears of possible 
Israeli military reaction to the presence 
of Arab forces and Palestinian guerril­ 
las close to Israel’s frontiers. 
The Israelis have strengthened their 
defenses on their northern border and 
said they will not tolerate the movement 
of Syrian troops near the frontier or the 
resumption of raids by Palestinian 
guerrillas on northern Israeli border set­ 
tlements. 
Sarkis has assigned top priority to the 
southern border question and was said to 
have instructed Prime Minister Selim a1 
Host as well as Foreign Minister Fuad 
Butros to concentrate bn the issue in 
their current talks with officials in Cairo 
and Damascus. 
Butros left for a one-day visit to Syria 
today while Hobs was holding talks in 
Egypt and Libya. 
Both the United States and the Soviet 
Union have been active in Damascus, 
Beirut and Jerusalem in the past month 
to defuse tension in southern Lebanon,

joint 
Palestinian-Lebanese 
Moslem leftist forces have continued to 
exchange sporadic fire with Israeli- 
supported Christian rightists. 
Lebanese right-wing leaders have ex­ 
pressed concern over what they 
described as “a Palestinian build-up of 
men and weapons” in the south. 
Palestinian guerrillas have been mov­ 
ing their heavy weapons southward, 
despite orders that all factions in the 19- 
month Lebanese civil war give up their 
major armaments. 


London gas blast 
injures 38 persons 


LONDON (UH) — A midmorning gas 
explosion injured 38 persons today on a 
suburban London street crowded with 
yea rend sales shoppers, police said. 
Six persons were hospitalized. Most of 
the victims, who included an 8-month-old 
baby and 18 elderly women, were slightly 
cut by flying glass. 
In Bristol, an early morning explosion 
apparently caused by a gas leak ripped 
through a discotheque and restaurant in 
the city center, destroying several 
buildings. No injuries were reported. 
“It's lucky this happened when it did— 
around 4 45 a m.," a police spokesman 
said. “A few hours later the area would 
have been packed with sales shoppers 
and rush hour traffic." 
Both explosions spread damage over 
300-yard areas. 
Experts said in both cases gas pipes 
might have been affected by the current 
freezing weather gripping Britain. 
The explosion in suburban London’s 
Brentford High Street gutted a men’s 
clothing shop next door to a store where 
gas board engineers were investigating 
gas leak reports. 
The leaking gas had apparently been 
accumulating since Christmas Day, the 
engineers said.

Board of supervisors set 
for reorganization Monday

The Board of Supervisors 
could have a fairly routine 
reorganization session starting 
one minute after 12 noon Mon­ 
day, Jan. S. 
Or some surprises could oc­ 
cur, for the simple reason that 
three new members of the five- 
man board will be taking their 
places and voting for 1977 
chairman for the board itself, 
and for various other important 
posts designated by the super­ 
v iso r s 
The new board 
members are David Yager, Dr. 
William Wallace and Robert 
Hedlund. 
If the board decides to go 
with the policy of this year, it is 
expected to name Supervisor 
Harrell Fletcher, of Santa 
Maria, as new chairman to suc­ 
ceed Frank J. Frost, of Santa 
Barbara, who is stepping down 
from the board at the end of the 
Jan. S morning session. 
Fletcher served as vice- 
chairman this year, and it has 
been customary to move the 
vice-chairman up to the gavel- 


wielding role. Moreover, the 
board has been in the practice 
of alternating the chairmanship 
between north county and south 
coast supervisors. Frost, as a 
south coast supervisor, held the 
role this year. 
There have been changes of 
policy in recent years as to 
selection of a chairman. At one 
time, the board went along with 
allowing a chairman to serve a 
number of years, if he proved 
able and wanted to keep the job. 
At one time vice-chairmen 
could be expected tor succeed to 
the chair the following year. 


But even this informal rule 
was violated two years ago 
when Supervisor Frost was 
denied promotion to the chair­ 
manship along with Supervisor 
James R. Slater when the three 
other board members voted to 
allow veteran Supervisor 
Francis H. Beattie, of Lompoc, 
to move in ahead of Frost, 
although Beattie had held the 
job before. 
The ruckus that happened 


then could happen again, 
seemingly not this year, but un­ 
der similar bitter circum­ 
stances. 
Frost's elevation to the chair­ 
manship was held back a year 
on the contention of Supervisor 
Beattie and others that Frost — 
along with Slater — had dis­ 
played poor judgment in stomp­ 
ing out of a meeting in the fall 
of 1975 after a furious argument 
with the majority faction of 
B eattie, board chairm an 
Charles Catterlin, and Curtis 
Tunnell, over channel .oil.

Tax forms will be complicated 


The finding of a human 
skeleton in the Buellton area 
two weeks ago has revived in­ 
terest in a convicted San Luis 
Obispo murderer who told 
Santa Barbara County Sheriff’s 
detectives a rambling story of 
bludgeoning and murder along 
Highway 101. 
Sgt. Don Dicus said sheriff’s 
investigators went to Vacaville 
State Prison last week to talk 
with Patrick Ronald Lee, 21, 
who is doing one year to life for 
killing three persons in San Luis 
Obispo County. Lee was 
originally arrested on Aug. 6, 
1975 on a charge of assault with 
.a deadly weapon, according to 
San Luis Obispo County Sherif­ 
f’s Department. Hie following 
day he was rebooked on a 
murder charge and finally on 
Aug. ll of this year, he was sent 
off to Vacaville. One of the vic­ 
tims was reportedly his step­ 
mother. 
Dicus said Santa Barbara 
County Sheriff’s investigators 
talked with Lee at the time of 
his arrest and that the man told 
a rambling tale stretching bade 
two or three years in time, 
highlighting the killing 
of various persons in the 
Buellton-Gaviota area with a 
hammer or som e other 
dudgeon and dumping their 
bodies along the highway. An 
investigation into the story at 
that time proved fruitless. 
Dicus said. 
An examination tit the body 
found along Highway 101, south 
of Santa Rosa Road on Dec. 15 
revealed that the skull had a 
large puncture wound sufficient 
to cause death. Dicus said it 
could have been inflicted by a 
hammer or similar instrument. 
California and federal tax of­ 
ficials today confirmed that 
1976 income tax forms will be 
considerably more complicated 
than usual. 
Two of the top tax officials in 
the State, Martin Hugg. ex­ 
ecutive officer, Franchise Tax 
Board, and William H. Connett, 
IRS district director for 
Southern California, expressed 
concern that taxpayers may 
find themselves overwhelmed 
by the more complex tax forms 
"The new 1040 is definitely 
more difficult,” Connett said. 
“ It reflects numerous changes 
necessitated by the Tax Reform 
Act of 1976. 
Huff said California’s form 
540 for 1976 differs in three 
major respects from the 
previous year’s State return. 
“One is an increase of limits on 
the special low-income credit, 
which means more taxpayers 
with higher incomes can now 
qualify for the credit. 
Another refers to the State 
renter s credit, which will now 
be a flat $37, regardless of in­ 
come. 
"The third change allows 
persons who have installed 
qualified solar energy devices 
to claim a tax credit of IO per 
cent of the costs, up to $1,000." 
Huff added that the State 
form does generally conform to 
the federal law on individual 
retirement accounts. 
Connett listed several new 
tax credits that apply to the 
1976 federal forms, all of which 
have the net effect of reducing 
tax liability. The most 


dramatic example, he said is 
credit for child-care expenses 
Those expenses, formerly 
treated as deductions, can now 
be used to reduce federal tax 
liability dollar-for-dollar up to 
certain limits, regardless of a 
taxpayer’s income level. 
"The new federal forms also 
have fewer tax tables than 
those for past years,” Connett 
said. "This requires taxpayers 
to make additional computa­ 
tions and will increase the 
probability of error on the 
returns We therefore advise 
everyone who had less than 
$20,000 of adjusted gross in­ 
come in 1976 to let our Service 
Center employes compute the 
tax liability." 
Huff emphasized that the 
State tax agency does not com­ 
pute the taxes due. as the IRS 
does 
Connett also explained other 
features of the Tax Reform Act 
which are reflected on the 
federal returns. They include 
increases in the low-income 
allowance and the standard 
deduction, the "credit for the 
elderly." which replaces the 
retirement income credit; and 
the extension of the earned in­ 
come credit. 
Connett said delivery of 
federal tax forms is running ac- 
c o r d in g to p a s t y e a r s ’ 
schedules, despite late enact­ 
ment of the ’76 Reform Act, 
which the President signed into 
law less than two months ago. 
They should reach taxpayers by 
approximately January 3. 
Huff said the mailing of State 


forms is slightly behind last 
year's schedule. About half 
have been mailed; the balance 
will be out by mid-January. 
Both officials advised tax­ 
payers to complete the federal 
forms prior to beginning work 
on the 540 State return. Hiis 
will facilitate the deducting of 
State taxes paid or withheld 
during 1976. and reporting as in­ 
come for that year the amounts 
of such taxes received as re­ 
funds. 
Anticipating a large volume 
of‘taxpayer inquiries. Connett 
and Huff said both their agen­ 
cies have been training 
volunteer citizen groups to help 
relieve IRS and FTB phone and 
walk-in congestion.

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Brezhnev hopes 
to limit arms

BOSTON (U P I) - Soviet 
leader Leonid Brezhnev, in an 
interview with the Hearst New­ 
spapers, said he hopes his 
country and the United States 
can agree next year to lim it the 
arms race. 
“ We would like very much to 
see Ute year of 1977 become a 
real turning point in ending the 
arms race," Brezhnev said. 
The remarks by the Soviet 
Communist party chairman 
were published in the Boston 
Herald American today. The 
copyrighted story was based on 
questions submitted through 
the Soviet am bassador in 
W ashington and answ ers 
received through the embassy. 
“ We are in favor of the 
earliest possible completion of 
the work on a Soviet-American 
strateg ic arm s lim itatio n 
agreement on the basis of the 
understanding reached in Vladi­ 
vostok in 1974,” Brezhnev said. 
“ The solution of this task is 
most directly connected with 
the main goal of our time — to 
prevent a nuclear war, while 
delaying the agreement, when 
the development of even more 
horrible types and systems of 
weapons continues, is fraught 


with new threats to peace, in­ 
tern atio n al s ta b ility and 
peace." 
Brezhnev said it appears 
President-elect Jim m y Carter 
shares his sentiments. 
"Judging by recent state­ 
ments of President-elect 
Carter, the U.S. side is also 
aware of the urgency of this 
m atter," Brezhnev said. “ Let 
us hope this promises early 
sucess.” 
Brezhnev said leaders of the 
Soviet Union are “ baffled by 
the position of certain circles in 
the West, both in the United 
States and in other NATO 
countries" who behave as if 
“ the world continues to be in a 
state of cold war. They in­ 
stigate one noisy campaign 
after another about an alleged­ 
ly increasing m ilitary threat 
from the U SSR..." 
Peaceful coexistence, Brezh­ 
nev said, is “ the only reasona­ 
ble and the only acceptable 
norm in relations between 
states." 
“ I would like to reaffirm 
most definitely: The Soviet 
Union does not threaten any­ 
body and has no intention of at­ 
tacking anybody."

Carter said Bell “ has not 
been treated fairly so far,” ad­ 
ding that criticism came 
prim arily from people who had 
other candidates in mind for the 
job.

Court of Appeals and the fact 
that he belonged to private 
clubs in Georgia that excluded 
blacks. 
“ The major criticism ... is 
that he had a membership in a 
private club," Carter said. 
“ Until I started running for 
p resid en t, I also had a 
membership in a private club, 
and I would guess if you look at 
the present incumbent Cabinet 
and the ones preceding them, 
many of them had member­ 
ships in private clubs. 
“ This is not a legitim ate 
criticism , but it was raised 
because ... Griffin is from the 
South and because he is a friend 
of m ine." Carter said. “ But I 
think when people get to know 
Griffin Bell, they w ill agree 
with my assessment that he 
will be not just an adequate at­ 
torney general but a great at­ 
torney general." 
C arter. B e ll, and other 
cabinet-rank members of the 


new administration were inter­ 
viewed Tuesday for ABC-TV’s 
“ Good Morning. Am erica." 
The program was broadcast to­ 
day. 
“ I think anyone who holds the 
office, or expects to hold the of­ 
fice of attorney general ought 
not to be in a private club," Bell 
said. “ I made that decision on 
my own, and I ’m sure I would 
have made it without it being 
raised in the press." 
Bell said he would suggest a 
great number of reforms based 
on his 15 years experience as a 
judge. “ I don’t think there’s go­ 
ing to be any great problem in 
bringing about m any re ­ 
form s," he said.

“ In addition to that, the 
management of our water 
resources has to be done in a 
very careful manner and that 
requires much closer coopera­ 
tion between the (U .S.) Bureau 
of Reclamation and the various 
state agencies," he said. 
Some state officials long have 
believed that the state should 
exclusively establish water 
quality standards for intrastate 
waters and control over their 
distribution without interces­ 
sion by the federal government. 
“ The main thing. I think, is

WASHINGTON (U P I) - In 
an about-face of an earlier deci­ 
sion, Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger has turned over to the 
L ib ra ry of Congress the 
stenographic records of all his 
on-the-job telephone conver­ 
sations. 
But, as in the case of the 
earlier donated personal and of­ 
ficial papers accumulated dur­ 
ing eight years in the Nixon and 
Ford adm inistrations, he 
placed restrictions on their use. 
Neither the papers nor the 
telephone transcripts, he says, 
may be released to researchers 
or the general public for 25 
years or for five years after his 
death, w hichever comes 
later. 
The transcripts contained an 
added restriction, requiring 
that any individual still living 
after the 25-year period would 
have the right to withhold per­ 
mission for publication of any 
conversation with him until 
after his death. 
When Kissinger gave his 
papers and records to the 
library last week, he retained 
the telephone transcripts and 
planned to take them with him 
for use in writing his memoirs. 
The instant controversy 
which resulted, and the pros­ 
pect of legal wrangles, may 
have been a factor in the 
change of plans announced 
Tuesday. 
But the action was not 
satisfactory to the Reporters 
Committee for Freedom of the 
Press, which plans to sue the 
government on the grounds the 
papers and transcripts are 
public property and restrictions 


cannot be attached. 
The com m ittee issued a 
statement Tuesday saying, "W e 
oppose the continued ... asser­ 
tions that these transcripts are 
Mr. Kissinger’s own private 
property and therefore he may 
restrict public access ...” 
State Departm ent legal 
adviser Monroe Leigh had ruled 


that the records of Kissinger's 
telephone conversations had 
been made as a memory aid for 
his own private use and were, 
therefore, personal papers. 


But a memorandum circulat­ 
ed by National Archives Direc­

Restrictions

Africa (U P I) - At least 122 
persons have been killed in 
South Africa in incidents of 
violence during the Christmas 
holiday period, authorities re­ 
ported today. 
Scores of others were injured 
including nine wounded when a 
young policeman opened fire on 
a truckload of black farmwork­ 
ers when the driver failed to 
stop at a roadblock. 
A senior police spokesman 
said the policeman wanted to 
investigate a report that occu­ 
pants of the truck had fired 
shots at a farm about 40 miles 
northeast of Johannesburg 
Christmas Day When the truck 
did not stop, he fired three shots 
at it, wounding eight women 
and a child. 
Clashes between m ilitant 
blacks and African migrant 
workers in Cape Town’s black 
suburbs claimed at least 26 
lives and left 106 injured, police 
said, adding that calm had 
returned to the area. 
But the South African Consu­ 
late General in New York said 
SO persons died and ISS were 
seriously injured in the clashes. 
The consulate said police 
found the mutilated bodies of 


blacks who had been stabbed to 
death by iron pegs and then had 
their heads split open by 
machetes. In one incident, a 
child was beaten to death 
against a wall, it said. 
Police o fficials in N atal 
Province, on South A frica’s 
east coast, today said 19 bodies 
were recovered after armed 
warriors of rival Cele and 
Radebe tribal factions fought a 
bloody weekend battle near the 
village of St. Faiths. Police said 
they expected to find more 
bodies when the w eather 
cleared. 
Durban police said at least 50 
other blacks died in assaults 
and brawls in various parts of 
the province. 
Brig. J.F . Engelbrecht, depu­ 
ty detective chief for the 
sprawling complex of black 
suburbs and mining towns sur­ 
rounding Johannesburg, said to­ 
day 27 violent deaths were 
reported among blacks in the 
region over the fe s tiv e 
period. 
South Africa’s security police 
chief, Gen. Mike Geidenhuys. 
announced today that a ll 
detainees held under the inter­ 
nal security act have been 
released.

VA loan 
interest 
lowered 


SACRAM ENTO (U P I) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
Tuesday announced a reduction 
in interest rates for veterans’ 
home loans. 
The governor also directed 
that Cal-Vet loans be made 
available to low and middle- 
income Vietnam veterans for 
buying and improving homes in 
economically depressed areas 
“ to combat redlining prac­ 
tices.” 
Brown said the Veterans 
Finance Committee, of which 
he is a member, lowered the in­ 
terest rates on current and 
future Cal-Vet loans under the 
1974 Bond Act from 6.25 per 
cent to 5.6 per cent and loans 
under the 1943 Bond Act from 
4.75 per cent to 4.4 per cent. 
About 125,000 veterans have 
Cal-Vet loans. 
Brown directed state Veteran 
Affairs Director Virginia Mae 
Days to use a portion of the $150 
million reserve in the Cal-Vet 
loan program to finance loans 
to Vietnam veterans for 
purchasing and rehabilitating 
homes in economically de­ 
pressed neighborhoods 
He said the move is aimed at 
combating redlining, the prac­ 
tice by some financial institu­ 
tions of refusing to grant a 
home loan merely because the 
home was located in a low- 
income or rundown area. 
Brown said the reserve 
money also should be used to 
provide Vietnam veterans with 
Cal-Vet home improvement 
loans on existing homes in such 
areas and to reduce or 
elim inate down-payment re­ 
quirem ents through ap­ 
propriate legislation.

The season’s first m ajor 
snowstorm swept through 
southern New England early to­ 
day, dropping about an inch of 
snow per hour. 
“ We’re up to our ears in ac­ 
cidents," said a New Hamp­ 
shire State Police spokesman. 
He said the southern part of 
Interstate 93 “ is a mess A lot 
of the morning commuters “ are 
ending up on the guardrails." 
Eastern and central Massa­ 
chusetts, Connecticut and 
Rhode Island were all affected. 
More snow* fell all the way 
from St. Louis to New York 
State, where the traditional 
snow belt around Buffalo now 
has received a record-tweaking 
55.6 inches in December. It’s 
more snow in any one month 
than has ever been recorded 
there before. 
The Michigan peninsula was 
another hard-hit area with the 
temperature dropping to a 
bone-chilling 32 below zero at 
Iron River in upper Michigan 
and seven inches of snow being 
dumped in the southern parts of 
the state along Lake Michigan’s 
shores. 
The snow created difficult 
conditions for motorists. 
In Grand Traverse and 
Leelanau, Mich., some 850 
families were freezing more 
than most when a power line 
failed, leaving them without 
electricity for heating for 2Mi 
hours Tuesday night. 
St. Louis and its surroundings 


got three inches of snow in an 
overnitfit storm, which took at 
least one life in a plane crash. 
Authorities said the lone pilot 
of a single-engine Cessna air­ 
craft died when the plane 
crashed in the blinding snow 
storm three miles from Weiss 
airport in suburban Fenton, Mo. 
A Federal Aviation Agency 
spokesman said the pilot had a 
frantic radio conversation with 
the airport before the crash try­ 
ing to get directions to return to 
land. 
More severe snows were ex­ 
pected today and Thursday 
along lakes Erie and Ontario, 
with near blizzard conditions 
predicted in parts of New York 
and New England. 
The cold front pushed south 
this morning bringing gusty 
winds, light snows and hazard­ 
ous driving conditions to the 
central plains and the middle 
Mississippi Valley. Snow was 
reported over parts of Illinois, 
Missouri, Iowa, Kansas, Ne­ 
braska and South Dakota. 
The winds accompanying the 
cold gusted up to 65 miles per 
hour at North Platte, Neb., and 
hit 50 m p h. at Grand Island.

Old Sisquoc church county's No. 1 landmark 


BUILT IOO years ago, the Sisquoc Church, once known as the 
Chapel of San Ramon high atop a hill on a three-acre site along 
Foxen Canyon Road north of Los Olivos is Santa Barbara County 
Historical Landmark No. I. It was created as a memorial to 
Benjamin Foxen and as a place for people of the area to worship. 


LOCATED adjacent to the historic Sisquoc Church is a cemetery 
containing 130 graves of 130 pioneer families of the Sisquoc and 
Foxen Canyon areas. First to be buried there was Benjamin Foxen 
who is noted in California history for the story of his aiding Fre­ 
mont in capturing Santa Barbara by going over San Marcos Pass 
and avoiding an ambush at Gaviota in 1846. Foxen s 8r®v® JS

Expected tourist 
influx under way 


(Editor’s note: This is the 
third in a series relating to 
historical landmarks, both 
state and county in the Santa 
Ynez Valley area which will ap­ 
pear in The Record on an inter­ 
mittent basis.) 
Situated high atop a bluff off 
Foxen Canyon Road, the old 
Sisquoc Church including its 
adjacent rural cemetery in the 
Valley of the Sisquoc River 
north of the small Santa Ynez 
Valley towns of Ballard and Los 
. 
Olivos has the distinction of be- V . 
ing Santa Barbara County 
Historical Landmark No. I. 
The 100-year-old church was 
dedicated as a landmark April 
30, 1967 and thus became the 
f i r s t site of h is t o r ic a l 
significance to be given the 
designation under the-then 
relatively new county or­ 
dinance which was the first to 
be enacted by any county in 
California. 
Since that time other historic 
s t r u c t u r e s 
have 
been 
proclaimed county landmarks, 
including two in the Santa Ynez 
Valley: the white-steepled 
former Santa Ynez Valley 
Presbyterian Church (No. 4) 
and the Ballard School (No. 5). 
The Sisquoc Church, which 
provides an excellent destina­ 
tion for a delightful rural 
journey at any time of the year 
along Foxen Canyon Road, was 
consecrated as the Chapel of 
San Ramon. It stands on a 
three-acre site in front of a 
small graveyard containing 130 
graves of pioneer families of 
the Sisquoc and Foxen Canyon 
areas. 
The first grave is that of 
Benjamin Foxen, a rancher for 
whom Foxen Canyon is named 
and who is known in California 
history for the tale, now dis­ 
counted by many historians as 
untrue of Foxen’s part in help­ 
ing Lt. Col. John C. Fremont 
over San Marcos Pass in 
December of 1846 and avoiding 
an ambush by the Californians 
at Gavota Pass to lead the way 
for bloodless surrender of Santa 
Barbara to the American 
forces. 
According to Winston 
Wickenden, who owns a family 
adobe near the church and 
cemetery, the church was built 
by his grandparents, Frederick 
and Ramona Foxen Wickenden 
about 1875-76 as a memorial to 
Foxen and a place for the peo­ 
ple of the area to worship. 
Prior to its construction, Fox­ 
en and Sisquoc Canyon area 
residents made the 29 mile 
journey to Old Mission Santa 
Ines in what is now Solvang to 
attend services. 
Wickenden said his grand­ 
father sold 5,060 sheep in 
Redwood City for a dollar a 
piece in a dry year of 1875 and 
with the money he purchased 
redwood boards at the mills and 
had them shipped to Port Har­ 
ford. Frederick Wickenden had 
obtained enough lumber to 
build the Rancho Tinaquaic 
house and the church. 
Benjamin Foxen died in 1874 
and was buried on a mesa 
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overlooking his Rancho 
Tinaquaic. After the church 
was built, his body was brought 
down and buried in the comer 
of the graveyard. 
A monument was placed over 
Foxen’s grave by his daughter 
and is in the shape of a marble 
replica of a broken mast of a 
ship to signify Foxen’s early 
days as a man of the sea. 
Inspired by the Rev. J.B. Mc­ 
Nally of Old Mission Santa Ines, 
and working from his plans, 
Frederick Wickenden, Thomas, 
Foxen and Chris Lawson are 
said to have done most of the 
work of the building of the little 
church. Completed in 1879, it 
was consecrated as the Chapel 
of San Ramon. 
Marie Walsh’s “The Mission 
of the Passes,” lists Father Mc­ 
Nally as serving at Old Mission 
Santa Ines from 1875 to 1976. 
while F a th er Zephyrin 
Englehardt, OFM, in his book, 
“Mission Santa Ines,” reveals 
that “Father John B. McNally, 
later of Oakland, was pastor of 


the district and chaplain of the 
Diocesan Seminary and College 
of Our Lady of Guadalupe at 
Santa Ynez (also known as the 
College of Our Lady of Refuge 
and now the College Ranch 
along Refugio Road.) 
“The reference to Father Mc­ 
Nally,” Father Englehardt con­ 
tinued, "solves a puzzle which 
lingered with us for nearly 20 
years. In passing through the 
territory formerly covered with 
Indian rancherias, we found at 
Sisquoc and Lompoc neat little 
churches built after the same 
style. Each had two little 
towers and the tiny vestry was 
in the rear of the altar. These 
chapels also contained an organ 
loft. 
“We were told that these lit­ 
tle churches had been erected 
by Father McNally of Oakland, 
California, for the English- 
speaking settlers. His name 
was not mentioned in any of the 
Mission registers of either 
Purisima Concepcion or Mis­ 
sion Santa Ines. Father McNal­ 


ly, under the jurisdiction of the 
Archbishop of San Francisco, 
had his headquarters at the 
College Ranch. From there he 
attended the settlers all around, 
even as far as Guadalupe, and 
induced them to erect the 
churches to suit the number of 
families.” 
It has also been reported that 
Father Frederick Lack, who 
was pastor at Santa Ines from 
1891 to 1903, conducted services 
at the church in Sisquoc during 
that period. He made the 
journey from the Mission to 
Sisquoc and return via horse 
and buggy. 


Following the turn of the cen­ 
tury, the Sisquoc Church was 
used less and less and finally 
not at all. It soon fell into dis­ 
repair. It was re-dedicated in 
1933 and in 1950 a special plaque 
was erected near the church by 
the Native Daughters of the 
Golden West of Santa Maria 


and dedicated "in memory of 
community pioneers” and nam­ 
ing the structure “ Foxen 
Memorial Chapel.” 


Ravaged by time and van­ 
dalism , the church was 
restored in 1968 at a cost of 
$1,000 by a Sisquoc Church com­ 
mittee headed by Winston 
Wickenden. Work included a ce­ 
ment foundation for the church 
and placement of a gate at the 
entrance. 


As a county landmark, it can­ 
not be demolished, removed or 
destroyed except with the con­ 
sent of the County Advisory 
Landmark Committee.

NEW YORK (UPI) — Two hours before he died Tuesday, 
Phil Iselin, president of both the New York Jets and the Mon­ 
mouth, N J., Race Track, was having lunch with some of his 
Jets’ people, public relations’ director Frank Ramos and 
ticket manager Leo Palmier!, at a midtown restaurant. 
Seated at the next table, less than two feet away were NFL 
Commissioner Pete Roselle and Bill Ray, the league s 
treasurer. 
Iselin, who frequently put the league’s interests ahead of 
even the Jets’ interests whenever an impasse would develop 
during one of the NFL meetings, looked good and was in 
great spirits as he chatted with Roselle during the 
The two men talked about their plans for New Year’s Eve. 


"My wife, Carrie, and I and Phil and his wife, Betty, had 
been invited to the same party,” Roselle said. "He spoke 
about that but said he might not see me there because he 
traditionally attends another get-together with friends every 
New Year’s Eve. The last thing he said to me was, 'ITI see 
you at the Super Bowl.’” 
When he finished his lunch, Phil Iselin, 74, went back to the 
Jets’ office to work. The next executive decision would be to 
select a new coach in place of Lou Holts, who had gone back 
to the college ranks, and that’s what Phil Iselin was working 
on when he died. His private secretary went into his office to 


ask him a question and found him slumped over in his 
chair.... 


Marvin Miller says the baseball owners are to be com­ 
mended for the "good faith” they showed with respect to 
signing the majority of the free agents.

Over the La Purisim a Mission 
grounds, through flower fields, up the ca­ 
nyons and down the city streets the Lom­ 
poc Valley Distance Club (LVDC) runs. 
For some, jogging or running is a 
private thing. But many sidewalk 
athletes like to have occasional com­ 
panionship, organization and competi­ 
tion, and that’s where the LVDC comes 
in. 
The local club is “an attempt to gather 
together the running enthusiasts of the 
Lompoc area to promote running-jogging 
for recreation, competition and health,” 
according to Joe Sciame, who formed 
the club in December of 1975 and is still 
the guiding force. 
The LVDC will hold its first event of 
’77, the Lompoc Winter Run, on Jan. 8 at 
the Mission. It’s one of five annual 
events on the club’s current roster. Tile 
others are the Mission Fiesta Run in 
May, the Flower Festival Distance Car­ 
nival in June, the Turkey Trot in 
November, and the City Championships 
cross-country races for grade school 
boys and girls in December. 
In planning these races, Sciame makes 
use of Lompoc’s unique scenic features. 
The upcoming Winter Run course, for ex­ 
ample. meanders through the hills and 
trails and between the buildings on the 
Mission grounds, as does the Mission 
Fiesta Run The Flower Festival Run 
road race gives competitors a tour of the 
flower fields, and the Turkey Trot trots 
through Miguelito Canyon. 
And every Sunday (9 a.m.) the club 
holds an open-to-everyone, set-your-own- 
pace run at the Mission grounds. 
The LVDC currently has 35 members, 
ranging in age from six to 63, and in 
ability from national class runners to 
plodding weekend joggers. 
Members include Doug Schmenk, who 
won the national AAU marathon cham­ 
pionship in ’73; Ray Gil, at 52 one of the 
nation s top runners in his age group; 
and 63-year-old Bud Robinson, who runs 
in marathons with a heart repaired by 
coronary artery bypass surgery. These 
and other experienced club runners lend 
advice to novice runners. 
The club sends runners and teams to 
other area events. This season an LVDC 
team won the Hancock Invitational in 
October and the Central California 
Championships in December.

Although Carter promised no 
direct federal aid or loan

Beame said Carter’s attitude 
alone will give bankers and 
municipal union leaders “the 
kind of assurance they sought” 
for their part in a plan to repay, 
under court order, a $1 billion 
city debt that had been frozen 
by a moratorium.

Part of the repayment plan

ruptcy is not a viable alterna­ 
tive for New York. We have 
eliminated that as a possibility 
for the future. 
“It’s apparent that the finan­ 
cial straits in which New York 
City finds itself have been par­ 
tially caused by improperly ad­ 
ministered federal programs 
from Washington and by the 
great conglomeration and con­ 
fusion in the federal bureaucra­ 
cy and the multiplicity of laws 
that relate to human services,” 
he said.

Third nuclear blast this month 
explodes in Yucca Flats test 


YUCCA FLATS, Nev. (UPI) 
— Federal scientists Tuesday 
set off the 16th U.S. nuclear test 
of the year, the third blast this 
month. 
A medium size nuclear 
device, code named “rudder,” 
was buried 2,100 feet beneath 
the desert and exploded, said 
the Energy Research and 
Development 
Administration, 
which took over the respon­ 
sibilities of the defunct Atomic 
Energy Commission. 
It packed a punch of between 
20 and 150 kilotons — equiva­ 
lent to 20,000 to 150,000 tons of 
TNT — a spokesman said. 
Nuclear testing is often step­ 
ped up during the winter for 
safety reasons. If radiation ac­ 
cidentally escaped the blast 


hole, little of it would be incor­ 
porated into the dormant range 
grasses and plants, lessening 
the danger that livestock 
feeding on them could con­ 
centrate the radiation to higher 
levels.

But the Energy 
R e s e a r c h 
and 
Development Ad­ 
ministration has puf­ 
fed up the f a c t s 
beyond the bounds of 
accuracy. If the presi­ 
dent should use the 
ERDA passages in his 
speed), he could be 
caught in some serious 
misstatements. ER- 
DA’s veteran Ad­ 
ministrator Robert 
Seamans forwarded the passages to 
White House aide James Cannon, who is 
helping the president prepare his speech. 
In a “ Dear Jim ” letter, dated November 
16, Seamans writes. “ I hope this infor­ 
mation is helpful as you prepare the 
president’s State of the Union message.” 
The passages that Seamans enclosed 
make himself look like the greatest 
energy innovater since Thomas Edison. 
This is achieved, unfortunately, at the 
expense of the facts. 
Seamans has put his reputation on the 
line, for example, in support of the liquid 
metal fast breeder reactor. He wanted 
the president, therefore, to praise the 
breeder as a "virtually inexhaustible” 
source of future energy. 
Seamans assured the White House that 
Tennessee’s Clinch River Breeder Reac­ 
tor and a second, more advanced model

was questioned by LeGassie in an inter­ 
nal memo, dated November 12. 
Seamans would also like to plug fusion 
energy in the State of the Union mes­ 
sage. So he prepared a statement for the 
White House suggesting that a cleaner, 
safer form of nuclear power “ is making 
a transition from laboratory and 
theoretical studies to technology 
development.” 
The draft that Seamans prepared for 
the White House gave no hint of any 
problems with fusion research. Yet the 
LeGassie memo, prepared by Seamans’ 
own evaluators, asked pointedly: “ Has 
the fusion effort become too expensive, 
too soon, relative to other long-term 
(energy) technologies?” 
Because Seamans has been criticized 
for neglecting nuclear energy, he also 
wanted the president to put in a good 
word for a proposed IO megawatt solar 
power system. So Seamans prepared a 
statement for Ford that “ site selection is 
proceeding for a facility to be built in the 
next two years.” 
This is disputed by internal docu­ 
ments. which indicate that the solar 
power system may not be built for many 
y e a r s . As one m em o puts it, 
"Economical applications may be well 
beyond practical limits despite high 
national interest. Specifically, the IO 
megawatt Solar Electric Plant may be 
premature.” 
At the White House, Cannon assured us 
that Seaman's recommendations would 
be “ gone over with a critical eye” by the 
president’s own experts. A spokesman 
for Seamans acknowledged that “ in the 
heat of the moment, we may have left 
certain things out.” But he insisted that 
Seamans had made “ no conscious effort 
to gloss. ” 
Footnote: On the positive side, 
Seamans' contributions to the State of 
the Union message offers some im­ 
aginative thinking about energy. It tells 
of an automotive gas turbine that is vir­ 
tually exhaust free, an auto engine that 
uses ceramics with a 50 per cent in-
